Washington, March 31— Tho following 
is tho text of tho Bohring Sea bill discussed 
and approved by tho Cabinet yesterday : 
" A bill to give effect to tho award rendorcd 
by tho Tribunal of Arbitration at Paris, 
under tho troaty botwoen tho United 
StateB and Great Britain concluded 
Washington, Fobruury 20, 1892, for tho 
purpose of submitting to arbitration cortain 
quoations concerning tho preservation of the 
fur seals," Bo it onacted, etc., 

Seo. 1. That no citizen of tho (Jnitod 
States, nor any person belonging to or on 
board of a veaEel of tho United States, shall 
kill, capture, or pursuo at any time, or in 
any manner whatever, outside of territorial 
waters, any fur seal, or in waters surround- 
ing the Pribyloff islands within a zone of 
CO geographical milea (60 milea to a dogroo 
of latitude) around said islands, iuolusivo of 
territorial waters. 

Seo. 2 That no citizen of tho United 
States nor any perBou on board of a veaaol 
of tho United States, shall kill, oapturo or 
pursuo in any munnor whatever, during tho 
season extending from May 1 to July 
both iuoluaivo in each year, any fur seal on 
the high seaa outsido of tho zone mentioned 
in section 1, and in that part of the Pacific 
Ocean, including Uehring Sea, which is situ- 
ated to tho north of tho 35th degreo of 
north latitude, and tho east of tho 180th 
degreo of longitudo from Greenwich, till it 
atrikea the wator boundary deoeribod in 
article one of tho treaty of 1807, between tho 
United Slates and Russia, and following 
that lino up to Uehring Straits. 

Seo. 3. No citizen of tho Unitod States 
shall, during tho period and in the waters in 
which by section two of this act, tho killing 
of fur seal is not prohibited, uao or employ 
any vessel, nor shall any vessel of the U. S, 
bo employed in carrying on or tuking part 
in fur seal fishing operations other than a 
sailing vessel propelled by sails exclusively, 
and suoh canoes or undecked boats propelled 
by Bails or ours, may belong to and ho used 
ia connection with such sailing veaaola, But 
no such vessels may carry on or tako part in 
Buoh operations without a special license 
obtained from the Government for that pur- 
pose, and without carrying a diBtinctivo flag 
prescribed by tho Government for the sumo 
purpose 

Sec. -1 That overy eailor of a vessel 
iccnBcd under thia aot to eogogo in tho fur 
seal fishing operation shall accurately entor 
u his official log book tho date and place of 
every t '.cb oporation, and nlso tho number 
and box of tho BealB captured each day, and 
oncoming into port, and before lauding hia 
cargo, tho master shall verify on oath such 
official log book as containing a full and 
true statement of the number and character 
of his fur seal fishing operations, including 
tho number and sex of the seals captured, 
and for any falao statement wilfully made 
by him in thia behalf ho shall bo Bubjoct to 
tho penalty of perjury, and any sealakins 
found in excess ot the atatoment in tho 
otlicial log book shall bo forfeited to tho 
United States. 

Sec. 5. Tliufc no person or vessol not pro- 
hibited from engaging in fur seal fishing 
operations under this act, shall use or em- 
ploy in any such operations, any net, fire- 
arms, air gun, or explosivo ; provided, how- 
over, that this prohibition shall not apply 
to tho use of shotguns, in audi operations 
outBide of Buhring Sea during the season 
when the killing of fur seals is not there 
prohibited by thia act. 

See. G. That the foregoiog sections ot thiH 
act shall not apply to Indians dwelling on 
tho coast of tho United StateB, and taking 
fur seals in canoes or undecked boata pro- 
pelled whdlly by paddlea, oars or Bails, and 
not transported by or used in connection 
with other vessels, or manned by moro than 
fivo peraona, in the manner heretofore prac- 
tised by tho said Indians. Provided, how- 
over, that the exception made in thia section 
shall not apply to Indiana in tho employ- 
ment of other persons, or who shall kill, 
capture or pursue fur BealB outside of terri- 
torial waters under contract to deliver tho 
skins to other persona, nor to the water of 
Retiring Sea, or of the pisses hotween the 
Al utian Isl n ?s 

Soo. 7. That tho Preoident shall have 
power to make regulations respecting tho 
special liconso and the distinctive flag men- 
tioned in this act and regulations otherwise 
suitablo to 6; cure tho duo execution of the 
provisions of this act, und from time to 
time to add to, modify, amend or revoke 
auoh regulations as in his judgment may 
scorn expedient. 

Sec, 8. That, excepting the caso of a mas- 
ter giving a falao statement undor oath in 
violation of the provisions of tho 4th siol'on 
of this act, overy person guilty of a viola- 
tion of tho provisions of thisact,or of thoregu- 
lationa made thoroundor.shall forcachoflcnce 
bo fined not less than $200 or imprisonment 
not more than six montliB, or both, and all 
vosboIb, their tackle, apparatus, furnituro 
and cargo, at any time, occupied in viola- 
tion of this act, or of regulations made 
thereunder, ohall bo forfoited to the Unitod 
Statos. 

Soc. 9, That any violation of this act or 
of tho regulations mudo thereunder, may bo 
prosecuted either in tho Diatriot Court of 
Alaska cr in any Diatriot Court of tho 
United Statos in California, Oregon or 
Washington. 

Seo. 10. That if any unlicensed vessol of 
tho United States shall bo found within tho 
wators to which this act applicn and at a 
time when tho killing of fur seals is by this 
aot there piohibitod, having on board seal- 
skins or tho bodies of scala, or apparatus or 
implements suitable for tho killing or taking 
of seals, or if any licensed vessel shall be 
found in tho wators to whioh this act ap- 
plies, having on board apparatus or imple- 
mentn suitablo for taking Beals, but forbid- 
den them and thero to bo uBcd, it shall bo 
presumed that tho voeael in tho ono caso 
and tho apparatus or implements in tho 
other was or wore used in violation of the 
act until it is otherwise sufficiently proved. 

Soo. 11. It shall bo tho duty of tho Presi- 
dent to cause a sufficient naval forco to 
oruiso in tho wators to whioh tho act is ap- 
plicable, to enforce ita provisions, und it 
shall bo tho duty of tho commanding officer 
of any vessel bolonging to tho naval or 



revenue servioo of tho United States when 
ao inetruoted by the President to seize and 
arreBt all vessels of tho Unitod States found 
by him to bo engaged, or employed in the 
waters aforesaid in violation of the provi- 
sions of this act or of any regulations made 
thereunder and to tike tho same, with all 
persons on board thereof to the most con- 
venient port in any district of tho United 
States mentioned in this aot, there to be 
doait with aocording to law. 

Sec, 12. Any vessel or citizen of the 
United States offending against tho pro- 
visions of this act or tho regulations 
thereunder may re seizod and detained by 
the naval or other duly commissioned officers 
of Her Majesty the Queen of Great Britain ; 
but whon so seizod and detaiued, they Bball 
bo handed over as soon as possible, 
with any witneasos and proofs on board, 
to any naval or revenuo officer or 
other authorities of tho United States 
whoso courts alono Bhall havo jurisdiction 
to try the olTonBO and imposo tho ponalty 
for the aamo, provided, howovor, that British 
offioers shall arrest and detain vessolB and 
persons as in this section specified only 
ofter appropriate legislation by Great 
Britain shall have authorized officers of tho 
United StateB duly commiaaioned and in 
structed by the President to that end, to 
arrest, detain and hand ovor to tho authori 
tios of Great Britain, vessels and subjects of 
that Government, offending against any 
statute or regulations of Great Britain 
enacted or mado to enforce the award uftcr 
tho troaty inentionod in the titlo of this law, 

Senator Morgan and a numbor of hia col- 
leaguea of both parties ou tho Senate com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations, were in con- 
ference upwards of an hour to day with 
Secretary Gresham, during which time tho 
bill to regulate Bealing und to provido for 
tho punishment of violators of the law was 
discussed in all its details. A number of 
amendments were suggested, not changing 
tho purposo of tho bill, but with tho inten- 
tion of drawing tho lines together and 
making escape almost impossible. Ono im- 
portant amendment agreed to in this con- 
sultation provides that no part of tho bill 
shall go into effect until Great Britain has 
jtcd laws of a similar character. Should 
Great Britain fail to pass tho neooBSary 
legislation by May 1, whon tho open aeaaon 
cloaca, then the President will proceed 
under the Act of February, 1893. Another 
section of tho bill that cauaed some com- 
ment, but upon which tho members con- 
gratulated themselves, wus that which for- 
feited all vessels provon to bo violating the 
law to tho United States. Thia, of course, 
moans English as well aa American vesacla.

MASSACRED BY MALAYS. 

.Spanish Troops Attacked on an IbIiuiiI In tho 
archipelago and a Number of 
Them Slaughtered. 

London, March 3i. — Advices have reached 
horo frem Mindanao, capital of tho island 
of that name in tho Malay archipelago, 
Bhowiag that further trouble haB occurred 
between the Malays and the Spanish troops. 
Strong forces of MaluyB, armed with 
modern weapons and led by tho Sultan of 
Ate, mado an attack upon a Spanish mili- 
tary station at Lepanto, on tho island of 
Mindanao, and captured tho place. The 
station was sacked by tho natives and two 
offioers and two men woro captured. Tho 
Malays then lied to tho mountains, whero 
they sought refuge in a pluco believed to 
bo inacceBsiblo. While on their way with 
their prisoners, somo of whom were women, 
tho two officers and threo of tho women 
became so exhausted that they could not 
proceod fost. enough to suit their captors. 
The latter decided that these fivo Bhould be 
killed, and they were inaBBacrcd, 

Aa aoon us tho news reached Mindanao u 
strong native forco wna dispatched in pur- 
suit and an engagement took place which 
resulted in tho dofeat of tho band. Many 
of the marauding forco wcro captured and 
swift punishment will bo motod out to thorn. 
Both tho Islnndors of Mindonao and Jolea 
aro in an almost open state of warfare. 
General Blanco, of tho Spanish army, is 
organizing at Mani'a an expedition thtt will 
number ,'i.OOO men to oporato against them. 
Thia forco will oo-oporato with tho Spaniah 
warships in Malay waters. It is said that 
the Maluys aro receiving JapaneBO and 
European support. It was only a short 
time ago that a largo forco of natives from 
Mindanao mado an uttaok upon tho Spanish 
garrison on tlio island of Santar. They 
wero rcpulBod with a loss of ovor 200 killed. 
Tho Spanish loss was oue killed, but quite a 
number were woundod.

Rumored Newspaper Amalgamation Denied— 
Suicide of a Young Englishman- 
Inland Revenuo Receipts. 

WINNIPEG, March 31. — (Special)— A rc 
port ia published hero to-night that tho Freo 
Press and Tribune aro to bo amalgamated. 
Tlio report is said to be ontiroly without 
foundation.

CONVULSED CAROLINA. 



Further Details of the Disturbances 
in That State— Several Per- 
sons Killed. 



Lyuchiugs Anticipated -Troops From 
all Quarters Massing at the 
Scene of Trouble. 



Columbia, S. C, March 31.— The Gov- 
ernor has declarod Darlington and Florence 
counties in a stato of insurrection. Ho has 
also ordered tho railroad authorities not to 
transport uny bodies of men unless author- 
ized by him. Tho railways havo thus far 
refused compliance Tho Governor has also 
ordered the telegraph companies not to 
transmit any news of a warliko tondenoy. 
There has been a general response from tho 
militury. Companies from all parts 
of tho state will, during tho night 
and all day to-morrow, bo pouring 
into Columbia. The situation is very gravo. 
It is understood fivo hundred citizons of 
Columbia havo Bigned a paper agreeing to 
go to Darlington to assist tho citizens. 
It is reported that an attempt will be made 
here, on the urrival of the Newberry rifles, 
to force them to return or prevent the train 
from proceeding. The city and state dis- 
pensaries were closed to-day by order of 
tlio Governor, and their contents are now 
being hauled to tho penitentiary for sifo 
keeping. 

Governor Tillman Iiub iasued tho following 
proclamation : "Whereas certain persons 
havo assembled in tho counties of Darliugton 
and Florence, and are now in open rebollion 
against tho authority of tho Government of 
this State, and it has become impracticable 
to enforce by tho ordinary course of judicial 
proceedings tho laws of the State within 
said counties, now, therefore, I, B. R. Till- 
man, Governor of the State of South Caro- 
lina, proclaim such persona so assembled to 
bo in open rebellion uguiust tho laws of tho 
State, and I do hereby command all such 
assemblages of insurgents todisporso and re- 
tire peaceably to their resf ootiva abodes 
within twenty. four hours." 

Unknown but to fetf people, threo con- 
stables who were in tho figur at Darlingt.n 
arrived in Columbiu to-night on a special 
train from Sumter, und ure now safoly 
houaed in the penitentiary. They tell tho 
moat thrilling and gruphio stories of tho 
tragedy which has yet been heard. The 
three men who arrived here were C. B. 
McDonald, J. L. Nunamaker, and W. D. 
Owings. McDonald was in command of tho 
squad and talked freely. A squad of military 
men were at the crossing to protect them if 
any demonstration should bo made but for- 
tunately so few knew the constables wero 
coming that not threo peraona saw them 
when they pot off tho train. Conatablo 
McDonald said: Five of us had been de- 
tailed to stay in Darlington whilo the othera 
went to Charleston. When tho cquad which 
wns going to Charleston went to the depot 
where the fight took placo. wo went with 
them. 

Whilo wo wero there Billy Floyd and Ro- 
gers, the man who Btarted the whole thing, 
got into an altercation. They had a fight, 
and Floyd got tho best of it. About that 
time u negro driver for a hotel attempted to 
strike Floyd. Conatablo McLennan told 
the negro to stand back. Then the tele- 
graph operator at tho depot ran out of his 
office and UBkcd what McLennan 
hud to do with it.

The crowd 
refused to do so, and Rogers accused Floyd 
of the most vile things. Floyd, said he 
would not stand it, and wont" towards 
Rogers. 

Chief of Police Dorgun separated them, 
and Rogers then turned to McLennan and 
said "Thero is tho d— d d— who 
caused mo to get whipped." McLennan 
said this wa3 a lie. Then Frank Norman 
who was killed, stopped forward and 
pointed to MoLennan, and saying : "There 

is the thoro." McLennan cursed 

Norman in return. I was Btunding right 
between McLennan and Norman, and before 
I knew it, oue of them reached over my 
shoulder und fired a piotol. I do not kuow 
which ono fired tho first shot. Tho Bhofc 
started the battle, Tho citizens wero armed 
with piatols and immediately began firing at 
tho constables. Tho officers were Btauding 
in a body and were the targets of tho wliolo 
purty.^ The constables returned the fire. 

It is believed that all who aro captured 
will be killed, and thero are strong throats 
that McLennan, who was wounded in tho 
fight yesterday, will bo Iynchod to-night. 
The situation is most gravo, and the Btato 
of tho publio is indesoribablo. At no timo 
in tho hiatory of this state for the last) 
thirty years has thoro been so great es- 
trangement botweon its people.

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE. 

Tho Case of Wolley v. Lowenberg, Harris & 
Co. Still Proceeding.

Cajitaiu Dawson tiives a Graphic De 
scriptiou of the Vessel's 
Wreck. 



A Terrible Strangle for Life-Two of 
the Crew Washed Over- 
board. 



San- Francisco, March 31.— Cupt. John 
Dawson gavo to duy a detailed report of the 
wreck of tho burl; Archer, iho loss of car- 
penter Andrew Anderson and an ablo pea- 
man A. E, EvanB, and the terriblo battle 
for life the crow hud when thoy were at- 
tempting to leave the capa : zid bark to reach 
the life boat. 

"Wo left Victoria fur Portland, Oregon, 
on Muroh 115," said he, "but had to put into 
Port Angeles through BtreBS of weather. 
On the 17th wo Btarted again. At 1 p.m. 
we were off Capo Flattery, whero a hoavy 
Bnow storm Bet in, and the wind continued 
to blow from tho S E. We Bet the lower 
top BailB and lower staysails and stood to 
northward. At 7:30 p m , it was blowing 
harder. We cirried away tho maintopmust 
staysail. I orderodtbe foretopsail to be gooae- 
winged, and whilo tho weather Bide was 
being hauled up, tho lee sheet cirried away. 
A heavy equall at this moment struck the 
bark and keeled her over and oaused the 
ballast to shift, giving tier such a bad list 
that 1 ordered all haudB to como down from 
aloft to wear ship, thinking that by so doing 
sho might bo righted. 

" Scarcely had tho men reached tho deck 
when sho went clean over on her aide with 
all her mnpts touching the water. With tho 
groateat difficulty an axe waa secured from 
tho forecastle, and tho threo masta cut away. 
But this had no effect in righting tho veaaol 
iu the least. Tho sea was still running high 
and breuking ovor the deck. Wo continued 
to crawl along tho upturned rail to the poop 
rail. Our carpenter wbb washed away be- 
fore ha could roach that place of comparative 
safety and went down before our oyea. 
Muster was called and Soamau Evans was 
alBo found to be missing, though no one saw 
him go over. Ho waa at the whoel when 
tho vessel capsized and must have been 
thrown over the stern rail. 

" Tho main hatches on tho port side had 
been washed away and we momonUrily ex- 
pected to see the bark go to tho bottom. A 
fire broke out in tho cabin and added to our 
horror, but we succeeded in putting it out 
before it could menace tho hull. Wilbur 
Roydon, a sailor, waB tho man who subdued 
the 11 unes. He was lowered through the 
companion way by a rope. 

" Tno boats were our next thought, but 
there seemed littlo prospect of getting ono 
off tho chocks, and it was not until one 
o'clock on Sunday morning that wo succeed- 
ed in lowering tho lifeboat. There weroouly 
three oara in it, the others having been 
thrown out when the Archer listed. Four 
men jumped into the boat and pulled it 
away from tho wreck as quickly as possible, 
for it was our only chance of Baving it from 
being crushed against the bark'a aides by tho 
heavy seaB that were running. 

"A long line waa paid out with a buoy fas- 
tened to tho end of it, bo that the four men 
in the boat could accure a hold on it. It waa 
picked up and a life line was improvised by 
fastening two lines to tho buoy and work- 
ing it back and forward between tho wreck 
and the life-boat in tho manner of a life 
c&r. Ono by ono tbo men took their turn 
at crossing the chasm of wator. A rope was 
fastened ubout their waista and then tied to 
the boat. As tho boat would rice up on the 
crcat of a big wave wo would signal to tho 
men in her to commence hauling in. Ouce 
or twice a man was loat to view for several 
minutoa in tho breaking rollers. There 
were many narrow escapes from 
drowning, but we all managod 
to got safely into tho boat, though 
drenched to tho skin and nearly fiozon. 
Wo did not save a stitch of clothing nor 
any provisions. It was remarkable luck 
for us that the Potter was sighted about 
half an hour after we left tho wreck. We 
saw that she had sighted us and waa stand- 
ing towards us. On board tho Potter we 
were recoived with tho greatest kindness. 
Clothing was provided for us and plenty of 
good food, and Captain Meyer and hia men 
have our heartfelt thanks for their gener- 
osity."

SAMOAN SITUATION. 

Tho System of .Joint Control a Failure— War- 
ships Wanted to Maintain Per- 
manent Pence. 

London, March 31 — Mr. Hogan, M. P. , has 
received a letter from Samoa stating that 
tho system of joint control in tho islands is 
a failure, and urging that tho other powers 
withdraw, also that tho Samoan and Ton- 
gan groupa bo joined by England to New 
Zealand. 

Tho Standard, commenting on tho Samoan 
disturbance, saya tho native government of 
Samoa ia littlo better than a sham, and de- 
clares that Americana have no right to in- 
tervene in tho affairs of a country eo dis- 
tant from their basis. 

BERMN, March 31. — It ia learned from 
private information that tho Samoa Chief 
Justice, Ido, has invited 17 diacoutented 
chiefs to a conference to diacuaa tho griev 
vance in the hope of sottling tho troublo. 

Washington, DC, M.rch 31. — The 
State Department haa received an official 
despatch from Consul Blacklock, at Apia, 
confirming tho report of the robolllon by tho 
natives led by Tamaaese. Several battles 
have already taken place in which tho Gov- 
ernment have been victorious. An armia 
tico has boon effected, but thero is littlo 
hopo of a permanent peuce. Tho presence 
of warships is urged.

Wo bolieve that legislation on these liDes 
has beon retarded by the gonoral laok of in- 
terest, organization and unity among tho 
maBses in asserting their rights ; 

We believe that legislation on the lines 
of tho subjoined platform would tend to 
solvo tho unemployed problsm, and at the 
same timo maintain tho equilibrium of 
every olats in tho community ; deeming it a 
privilogo to become united in a common 
cause, wo adopt tho following platform : 

I. \Vo domand for tho producers and 
wago-oarnora the full product of their labor. 

.2. That population bo tho only basis of 
legislative representation. 

3. That all obstacles to freo representa- 
tion bo romovod, and no proporty or finan- 
cial qualification whatever be required of 
candidates for any election. 

4. That all mombors of tho Legislature be 
compelled to resign their seats at tho request 
of a two-thirds majority of thoir constitu- 
ents. 

u That all citizens, irrespective of box, 
over the ago of 21 years, bo enfranchised, 
and that no othor qualification bo required 
for sny election, municipal, Provincial or 
Federal. 

6. That all election days bo declared legal 
holidays, 

7. That tho legislative syBtom known as 
tho initiative and referendum be adopted. 

S That tho poll tax and personal prop- 
erty tax bo abolished, and that all revenue 
for publio purposos be derived by a tax on 
land values. 

9. That tho Provincial Government pro- 
vide immediate roliof for tho unemployed by 
opening up and operating coal and other 
miics, and by clearing, cultivating and 
producing from tho Provincial lands mouy 
of tho necessaries of life now imported. 

10. That no subsidy of land or money be 
granted to any individual, company or cor- 
poration for any purposo whatever. 

II. That all railways, waterways, tele- 
graphs and telophono systems bo made 
national proporty, and that all water, light 
and tramway services bo controlled by muni- 
cipalities, and that no existing franchise bo 
ronewod, 

12. That all banks bo nationalized, and 
thut tho Government issue and control the 
medium of exchange. 

13. That all oducation, elementary and 
advanced, with necessary books, be freo. 

14. That eight hours shall constitute a 
legal work day. 

10. That tho contract system on public 
works be abolished. 

10. That tho importation of labor under 
contract be abolished. 

It cannot bo said that the platform which 
the Now Westminator organ has adopted for 
itself and recommended to its readors is a 
bundlo of mere negations. It is posit ivo enough 
Tho Columbian has defined tho position of 
its party. Friends and opponents can now 
toll whore it and those whoso views it 
represents stand. They cannot bo accused 
of playing a double gamo. Tho above plat- 
form of sixteen plankB forms thoir political 
creed. The "reforms" which it recommends 
and outlines are what thoy aspire to and are 
working for. 

We find, too, that the plattorm has been 
adopted by others who take upon themselves 
to adviso tho public, and by ono at any rate 
who appears to bo ambitious of legislative 
honors. Mr. Tully Boyce, addressing a politi- 
cal meoting at the Chaso River school-house, 
in tho Nanaimo District, on Thursday even- 
ing, said, by way of preface to his speech, 



matter with the Columbia and other salmon 
rivers of the United States Pacific 
coast.

The 
unintelligent grood of tho fishermen must bo 
ohocked. Good laws for the preservation of 
the salmon must bo enacted and enforced. 
If our noichbors cannot bo induced to mako 
such laws and bo compellod to obsorvo them, 
they must make up their miudB to bid good- 
byo to their salmon fisheries. 



zealously, wo cannot say vigorously, op 
posed everything of any importance that 
tho Government introduced and thoir fol- 
lowers supported. It also criticised ad- 
versely tho administrative acts of tho Gov- 
ernment, and tried by all sorlB of means to 
convince tho electors that tho gentlemen 
who form tho administration aro not work- 
ing for tho good of tho Province, liut it is 
evident that Borne of tho leading men of the 
Opposition aro beginning to seo that a policy 
of mere negation is not likely to be popu 
lar. Tho fault-finder, the kicker and the 
tho growler may bo useful in thoir places 
and at times entertaining, but intelligent 
and thinking people would not droam of 
placing their interests in the hands of fault 
finders, kickers and growlers. It is all right 
to have such men in tho Opposition, and it 
is wise and prudent to keep them there, 

Our contemporary, tho Columbian, or 
rather the men who inspire it, looking about 
them for something positive— lor a platform 
that has the appearance of solidity — have 
chosen that submitted to and udoptod by 
tho meeting held in Union hall, Vancouvor, 
on tho evening of tho 25th ult. In its issue 
of tho 2Sth it quotes that platform with ap- 
proval. It evidently believes that every 
principle set forth in tho resolutions and the 
proamblo is sound, and that every chango 
thoy recommend ought to bo made, not ut 
onoo, perhaps, but in time, as opportunity 
offers.

• radical and moat advanced ono. Besides 
indicating reforms that can only gradually 
bo worked up to, and others with respect to 
which there is legitimate ground for differ- 
ence of opinion, tho platform in question 
oontains some immediately practical planks, 
the principlo at. least of which will commend 
iieell to most, Buch as tho removing of all 
obstacles to froo representation, the provis- 
ion that members of tho Legislature should 
resign at the request of a two-thirds major- 
ity of their constituents, tho declaring of 
election days legal holidays, the recommen- 
dation of tho referendum, and the clause re- 
lating to the ownership and oontrolof public 
services, and to taxation. 

As souio of. our readors may not havo read 
the reaolutiona in which tho polioy that tho 
organ of a largo and aclivo section of tho 
Opposition recommends to ita readors as 
"reforms that can only bo gradually worked 
up to," wo cannot do hotter than reproduco 
it for thoir edification : 

Whereas, we recognize that lifo ia moro 
saored than proporty, legislation in tho in 
terest of the workor is a just domand : 

While men and women aro suffering for 
want of the nocessarios of lifo, or that the 
present conditions provldo for a fair dis-

THE " OLO BBS'S" TEACHER. 

Tho Toronto Globe replied to tho Empire's 
articlo on tho obstruction of tho Opposition 
in the matter of tho delivery of tho 
Budgot Speech, It is really wonderful that 
its able und wido-awako editor did not 
atton.pt, as tho Victoria Times had done, to 
throw tho blame on tho shoulders of Sir 
John Thompson.

CANADA'S DEFAMER. 

" Canaela'a Bankrupt Stat6 " is the scare 
heading given to the synopsis of Sir Kiohard 
Cartwright's spoech on tho Dominion Bud- 
get in tho Seattlo Telegraph. This is one oi 
the effects of Sir Richard's blue ruin elo- 
quence. It ciuses our neighbors to boliovo 
that this Dominion is in a desperato strait, 
that its treasury is empty, that ita people 
are povorty-strieken, and thut it is becoming 
rapidly depopulated. Very fow of tho 
Telegraph's readors wou'd imagine that this 
" bankrupt state " is in a far bettor condi- 
tion, financially, commercially and politic- 
ally than the United States. Tho United 
States is 60 badly off for cash that it is 
under tho necessity of borrowing money to 
pay its running expenses. Canada has all 
tho money it Wants for tho purposes of 
government. Tho United States must de- 
plore at tho end of tho year a largo deficit, 
Canada last year had a comfortable surp'ua, 
and it looks for another at tho end of the 
present year. The people of tho United 
States, not Uvo years ago, elected a Houso 
of Representatives to lighten the burden of 
taxation. Congress hits not yet been able 
to fulfil that plodge. The Dominion 
Premier promised, a few months ago, 
to revise tho tariff und to reduce taxation ; 
he has performed both promisos, ulthough 
ho lost many woeks in waiting to seo what 
tho United States Congress intended to do. 
Businoss in the United Statos last year was 
in a state of confusion, and banks burst by 
tho hundred. In Canada there was no 
alarming crisis, and but two banks failed in 
tho wholo country. There aro Bymptoms of 
discontent uud unrest in almoBt every Btate 
of tho Union, whilo Canada baa gono on its 
way quietly and without any unusual 
agitation. Tho contrast between tho two 
countries is, in fact, most marked, and yet 
one of the loading men of this country from 
his place in Parliament makes Buch a speooh 
as leads intelligent Americans to believe 
that Canada is tottering on the verge of ruin 
— is, in fact, "a bmkrupt state." How 
can this dtfimer of Canada expect his 
countrymen to respect him, or to pluco 
faith in him or in the party of which he ia 
ono of the leadipg spirits.

The opponents of tho Sunday olosing low 
are circulating a petition against it for 
presentation to the legislature, and in ac- 
cordance with tho prayer of tho position Mr. 
Grant will move to Btriko out the clause 
dealing with that subject. 

ONLY those having copies of tho cata- 
logue, which may bo obtained at Cuthbort

tho premises at the sale ot tho furnituro of 
Mrs E, M Cameron's handsome residence, 
314 Yates streot, on Tuesday noxt. This is 
done to exclude mere curiosity seekers. The 
furnituro iH of u very high order, and it is 
to bo sold for what it will bring. 

The city is at last to have a_ propor 
morgue, tenders being called for its erec- 
tion, according to plans to be seen at tho 
ofliee of E Mallandaine, architect. It will 
be a small brick building, ISO feet long by 10 
feet wide, and will bo erected on the Market 
square. A front room with two tin-covered 
slab?, and a back room for operating, aro 
provided for. 

The customs collections at tho port of 
Victoria for March amounted to SSo,'J'2G 3S 
from duties and $G,luS 32 from other Bourees, 
a total of $91,384.70. Tho imports were of 
free goods to the value of $139,020, and of 
dutiable goods $150,971, a total of $290,591. 
Tho exports wero ot goods the produce of 
Canada $5,907, and not tho produce of 
Canada $3,492 ; total, $9,459. 

Two youtliB named Lion Marston and 
James Forgusorj, appeared before the polico 
magistrate in answer to a summons, charg- 
ing thorn with smoking cigars on the publio 
atroots. The offenco was proved, but it 
being their first appearance tho boys were 
lot off witb a caution. Charles Carvison, for 
an infraction of tho Publio Morals by-law, 
was fined $2 50.

CREDITORS' CRITICISMS. 

Depositors in Green, Worloek & Co.'s Bank 
Take Action for the Further Protec- 
tion of Their Interests. 

Street talk that has been current for aomo 
timo as to tho liquidation of tho affairs of 
Green, Worlcck & Co.'s bank was Buccoeded 
yestorday by a meeting of dissatisfied cred- 
itors, held at tho Victoria Hotel. There 
wero between fifty and sixty peoplo pre- 
sent, and John KinBman was voted to tho 
chair. It waa decided at the outset that 
thiB and fnturo meetings hold under theee 
auspices should be open only to creditors, 
tho presi being excluded. No objection was 
made, however, to furnishing reports of tho 
meetings after their conclusion, and tho Col- 
onist waa informed that tho principal sub- 
ject of complaint at tho meeting yesterday 
was tho amount of the proposed remunera- 
tion of tho assignees. Cases wero instanced 
whore collecting and other agent's work 
has been dono horo for two and a half 
per cent., out of which clerical work is 
p'ovided for, and it was held that five 
or even three per cent, commission to tho 
Hssigneos, besides providing a staff of olerks, 
is too niuoh. 

Circulars had been Bent round to creditors 
after the last publio meeting, asking them 
to Btate whether, in their opinion, throe or 
fivo per cent, should bo tho remuneration of 
tho assignees, divided between the three.

paring policy and ignorance of hospital 
affairs would damn the uohloit institution 
that tho city of Vic'.oria Iibs "

If you want to put on powder proper 
ly, bo that it will be a beaatifler, don't 
smear your face with it hurriedly, don't 
leave it in small patches on yournosoor 
your forehead and slight entirely your 
chin and that part of your face close to 
your hair. After washing tbo faco in 
topid water dry it thoroughly. There 
will still bo an almost imperceptible 
dampness lingering which will make a 
slight application of pure, cold cream a 
refreshment.

A BY-LAW * 

For raising tho sum of §55,000 for Lighting 
purposes. 

WiniitE.is, Tho present lighting system of 
tho City of Victoria Is lnsulllclout, it la expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and oporato 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of the 
Municipality of tho City of Victoria with oloo- 
trie light, and for that purpose to raise, by way 
of loan upon the crodlt of tlio said city, the sum 
of $55,000 ; 

And Whkrbas, It wil requiro tho sum of 
52,835.38 to bo raised annually by rato for tho 
payment of tho now debt and Inlorost ; 

Axn Whereas, The whole ratablo land and 
Improvements or real property of tho said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last revised asaessmont roll for tho yoar 
1803. is $18,511,112; 

And Whereas, Itwlll requiro on animal rato 
of 17 000 of ono mill In tho dollar for paying such 
now debt and intorcst ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by tho Muni- 
cipal Council of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria as follows: 

Soo. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon tho credit of tho said Corporation by way 
of tho dobonturos horolnaf'.or mentioned, from 
any person or porsons, body or bodies corpo" 
rato, who may bo willing to ndvanco tho same 
aa a loan, a sum of inoroy not exceeding In tho 
wholo tho sum of §55,060 curroncy (or storllng 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.8G3 dollars to tho ono 
pound Btorllng), and to cause all such sums so 
raised or received to bo paid into tho hands of 
the Treasurer of the ssld Corporation, for tho 
purpose and with tho object horelnboforo ro 
cited. 

Soc. 2. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to cause any number of debentures to bo mado 
executed and issued for such sunia as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho sum oi 
§55,000 either in curroncy (or storling money at 
tho rato of i.8Gj dollars to the ore pound ster 
ling) na may bo required, each of tho said 
debentures being of tho amount of $1,000 or lta 
sterling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with tho 
Boal of tho Corporation and signed by the 
Mayor thoreof. 

Sec. 3. Tho said dobontureB shall bear dato 
tho let day- of May, 1831, and shall bo made 
payablo in fifty years from tho said dato at 
puch placo oithor in Great Britain, tho United 
States of America, or the Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thorcon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
intorcst, and tho signatures to tho iutorest 
couponB may bo oithor written, stamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See. i. Tho said debentures shall boar inter- 
est at tho rato of 1J per cent, per annum from 
tho dato thereof, which Interest shall bo pay- 
ablo half-yearly at such plac', oithor in Great 
Britain, tho United States of Amorica, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as mny bo expressed in 
tho debentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho Bald Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and tho intorcst 
coupons, either or both, to bo mado payablo at 
such place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
State?, or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo 
desired. 

Sec, C. For tho purpo30 of raising annually a 
certain specitlc sum lor tho payment of tho In- 
torcst on tho said dobonturea during their cur- 
rency, there shall be raided annually tlio sum 
of $2,475, and for tho purpose of raising 
annually a certain Bpeciflc sum for tho pay- 
ment of tho debt at maturity, thoro shall bo 
rnlsed annually tho sum of §300.38. 

Soc. 7. For tho purposo of payment of tho 
said suras in tho next preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall bo raised and lovlcd in 
each year a rato of 1(1-100 of one mill in tho 
dollar on all tho ratablo land or Improve- 
ments or real property in tho Municipality of 
tho said corpiratlon of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuanco of tbo said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to timo to pur- 
chase any of tho Baid debentures, and such 
dobontures shall bo bo expressed as to entitle 
the said Council to redeem and purchase tho 
sanio on paying tli3 amount thereof and the 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chase, to tho holder or holders thoreof, at any 
timo after twenty-five years from tho date of 
issuance of the Baid debentures. 

Sec. 9. This by-lay shall, boforo tho final 
pissngo thoreof, receive tho assent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation in the manner 
provided for in tho Municipal Act, 1802, and 
amendments thorcto, and shall tako effect on 
tho 1st day of May, 1801. 

Soo. 10. This By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes as tho "Electric Lighting By Law, 
1801."

Sec. 5. That for,tho purposo of affecting tho 
said exchange it shall be lawful for tho Corpor- 
ation of tho City of Victoria by tho Mayor, to 
executo a conveyance to tho said Thomas Sin- 
clair Goro of tho said portion of Oak Bay 
Avenuo mentioned in clause 1, upon tho re- 
ceipt of a proper conveyance from tho paid 
Thomas Sinclair Gore to tho said Corporation 
of the said portion of lot 2, section 75, boforo 
mentioned. 

Sec. G. This by-law shall bo known as " Tho 
Oak Bay Avonuo Exchange By-law Amend- 
ment By-law."

OTTAWA LETTER. 



Opposition Professions and Practices 
— Tliey are not a Very Har- 
monious Combination. 



Victoria Members-Dominion Senate 
—New Public BuildiugrB— Fast 
Atlantic Service. 



iFrom our own Corrospondont.) 

Ottawa, Miroh 24, — The professions o' 
the Opposition do not accord with their 
practices. For weeks the Grit press has 
been condemning the Government for not 
calling Parliament toother at a time vrhen 
the whole country was anxioua to learn what 
tho changes in tho tariff were to be. Busi- 
ness activity has been suspended for a period, 
importations havo fallen off because no mer- 
chant or importer was going to tnke any 
risks and import goods at a givon rato of 
duty when there was a possibility, by wait- 
ing a few weeks, of scouring their admission 
at a lower rate of duty. For, it is generally 
understood, that tho coming tariff bill, con- 
trary to tho course of events since Confeder- 
ation, is to bIiow a diminution in duties, al- 
though, judging from tho expressions of 
Ministers, uono of the changes will bo of a 
very radical character. It must huve been 
with a good deal of surprise that tho country 
hao learned of the action of the Opposition 
in insisting that tho now tariff bill should 
not stand between them and their right to 
one private members' day. 

THE OPPOSITION NOT HARMONIOUS. 

The opposition ia in anything but a 
healthy frame of mind. Mr. Joseph Mar- 
tin has made his debut at Ottawa, being in- 
troduced by Mr. Laurior. Although ou tho 
opening day it appeared as if peace and 
harmony prevailed in tho opposition ranks, 
tliia week has demonstrated tho very oppo- 
site. Mr. Martin lost no timo in making 
his voice heard in tho house, and, although 
tho Quebec rouges looked upon him with a 
good deal of suspicion, tliere %vas consider- 
able applause from tho opposition benches 
to those sentences which were particularly 
abusive of Sir John Thompson ana the min- 
isterial boncheB. Noxt day, however, 
demonstrated that there was little harmony 
existing in the Grit ranks. An incidental 
reference in a local paper to tho similarity 
of address of Mr. Martin to Mr. C. R. Dev- 
lin, the young fire-eater of Ottawa county. 
Beems to have acted liko the proverbial 
red rag to a bull on Mr. Devlin. Some of 
his friends Bay that ho was in a tremendoua 
rago all that morning. Mr. McCarthy's 
anti-dual language and auti-aeparato school 
bill aa affecting the territoriea was down for 
introduction that afternoon. Tho opposi- 
tionists had agreed amongst themselves not 
to discuss the measure on ita introduction, 
but Mr. Devlin, in view of the comparison 
made between Mr. Martin and himself, 
must neoda give vent to hia feelings, and 
consequently rose and delivered a violent 
tirade against Mr. McCarthy, and infer- 
entially ugainat hia own colleague, Mr. 
Martin, whoso Manitoba School Bill he 
characterized as a "villainous" measure. 
So violent did Mr. Devlin become that tho 
Speaker was compelled to call him to order. 
No other momber of tho opposition followed 
Mr. Devlin ; enough mischief had been done 
in ono day. The House and tho country 
had been shown what little truth there was 
in tho professions of unity in tho Grit 
ranks. Mr. Laurier will certainly have his 
hands full in keeping within bounds the 
hotorogeneous elements of which his fol- 
lowing ia composed. Men liko Tarte, 
Martin and Devlin, will not be able to work 
togother very amicably. 

VICTORIA MEMBERS AND B. C. MATTERS. 

Col. Prior and Mr, Eirlo havo been busi- 
ly engaged in the departments duriDg this 
week. Both are anxious to push tho offi- 
cials of the Public Works department, so 
that a start may bo made on the now public 
building at Victoria as soon as the next 
fiscal year commences. The architects of 
the departmeut are busily at work on the 
plans, the application of the B. C. architects 
to be allowed to compete amongat them- 
selves for the preparation of the plans and 
specifications having been summarily re- 
fused, as was to bo oxpected. While, 
doubtless, professional men in your Pro- 
vince would havo been glad to havo had the 
opportunity to have made tho drawings of 
tho new buildinga, when it is considered 
what a precedent would have been 
created if the request had been 
granted, little wonder that the 
Government rofuaed it. A staff of architects, 
under the charge of Mr, Fuller, is kept at 
the department for the purpose of carrying 
out this kind of work, Mr. Fuller himself 
is one of the most competent men on the con- 
tinent of America. Against a largo field of 
competitors he won tho first premium with 
hia plans of the present parliament buildings 
in this city, and after that beautiful build- 
ing was completed Mr. Fuller was successful 
in gaining the first prize for his plans of the 
present capitol at Albany. Tho fact that he 
wus successful in securing these important 
prizes in his profession is conclusive proof us 
to his ability. Mr. Fuller has made a 
rough sketch of the proposed building at 
Victoria, which rl is expected will coat from 
5200,000 to $250,000, but when I spoke to 
him a Utile while ago ho was then expecting 
the grades of the Btrcet in tho vicinity of 
the site before getting down to real work. 
Tho two members from your city are satis- 
fied that the Government will put up a 
building which will bo aa much a credit to 
the Dominion us it will bo to tho city.

FIGHTING IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Fatal Collisions Over the Question of Dis- 
pensing Llauor. 

Wilmington, N. C, Marob 30.— A dis- 
patch from Florence, S. C, says prepara- 
tions aro being mado by tho anti-Tillmanitta 
to blow up tho state diapenaaries. Groat, 
excitement prevails. 

Charleston, S. C, March 31.— All is 
quiot at Darlington, whero tho collision 
between citizens und police took place last 
night ovsr the liquor dispensing quostion. 
Tho citizens are still hunting tho constabu- 
lary. It i8 stated that tho fugitives can bo 
found and a posso has startod in purauit of 
thorn. It ia now aaid that Constable Mo- 
Landon Btartod tho fight at Darlington by 
shooting Frank Normant dead. In the 
general melee that followed tho constables 
used their Winchoatera. Tho citizenB re- 
turned tho firo with pistols. Two citizens 
were killed and three wounded. Four con- 
stables were wounded. 

Tho Fourth brigado of South Carolina 
National GuardB baa refuaed to obey ths 
Governor's orders to go to Darlington county 
and help put down tho tioublo. An at- 
tempt is being mado to enlist volunteers to 
go to tho scene, but is meoting with littlo 
success, 

COLUMBIA, S.C., March 31.— Three load- 
ing military companies in Charleston havo 
rofusod to obey tho Govornor's orders to go 
to Darlington. News from Darlington is 
that Bpiea will receive no quarter when cap- 
tured. Tho Govornor haB countermanded 
tho order to disband tho Columbia military 
companies. It. is believed he will court- 
martini the officers. 

The editorial columns of the leading 
morning paper in Columbia aro in mourning 
to-day for tho Darlington citizens. Tho 
captains of all tho white military companies 
in Oharlestown met to day and determined 
not to. go to Darliugtor. Roports from 
Cheater, Roekhill and Yorkvillo say tho 
military companies in tho throo towna will 
refuse to obey tho orders of tho governor. 
Tho roport that tho dispensary at Winns- 
boro was blown up cannot bo coniirmod. 
Tho govornor ordered the diapenaaries at 
Sumter to bo closed to-day. 

Til AD E REPORT. 

Dun \ Co. 's Business Review for tho Week 
Just Ended. 

New York, March 30 — R. G. Dun & 
Co., in their weekly review of trade, say 
that President Cloveland put an end to tho 
grave uncertainty with hia veto. For aomo 
days it has been expected, and in specula- 
tion perhaps fully discounted. Slowly, but 
quito porceptibly, thoforco atwork increases. 
Business, though small, is cautious and safe, 
and its Blow gain is more encouraging than 
a frothy and flighty expansion. The fail- 
ures for tho woek number 238 in tho 
United States against 160 last year, and 30 
in Canada, against 28 last year. Tho 
liabilities for the threo weeks of March thus 
far reported have been $10,001,951, of 
which $4, 098. 118 woro of manufacturing 
and $4,225,082 of the trading concerns. Tho 
returns so far indicate a smaller aggregato 
for March than for February.

Nathaniel Curson, M.P. for 
Southwest Lanoashiro; and Viscount Wm. 
W. P. Wolmer, M.P. for Wost Edinburgh, 
all heira to pooragoa, are

of their olovation to tho uppor house, and 
thoy havo prepared a bill, notice of the in- 
troduction of which thoy havo given, to 
change tho pri sent order of things, which 
romov<s a member from tho Houso of Com- 
mons upon bis buccession to tho peorago 
The bill provides that any person elevated 
to the peerage shall have the option of re 
maining in the Heuso of Commons, if h 
bj a member c f that body at the 
timo of hia euooesMun to tho Houso 
of Lords, or of cUxting himself 
candidate to tho Hous>u of Commons in pre- 
ference to taking a seat in the upper House, 
Tnere is no more Btr'king sign ot tho times 
than ia fouud in a- Lubtio appeal which has 
just tnide its appearance in a leading month- 
ly mag- nine, bearing the signatures of tho 
gentlemen who are promoting tho anti- 
hereditary legislation bill. By tho death of 
another poison this article seta forth that a 
man's poltttaul career may be terminated in 
a moment, uud he may bo consigned to 
burial alivo in tho House of Lords. His 
translation to tho upper body oauso? tho 
world at largo to regard him as a very for- 
tunate individual who has inherited one of 
tho highest gifts ; whereas, in reality, ho is 
tho helpless victim of 

AN ACCIDENT OK BIRTH. 
In somo countries in tho East, tho article 
goeaou, it is tho tu3tom to execute orim- 
inala condemned for hoinouB offences by im- 
muring them within walls of clay. England 
treats her peers in a manner aim- 
ilar to tho punishment iiiflioted upon 
theso malefactors, but oven so, tho 
condemned felon has tho better of it. He 
is walled up so tightly that ho is physically 
suffocated within a few houro, and his 
misery ends. In the caso of the peers, they 
aro condemned to a walling up that ii.fltots 
political strangulation upon tho victims for 
the remainder of their Uvea. Tho announce- 
ment of the provisions of tho proposed bill, 
and tho publication of the appeal signed by 
the framers cf the measure, have excited 
widespread comment. The Radicals add, 
that if tho bill were to becomo law, it would 
deplete the House of Lords ot all the ablest 
men in that body, and leuvo it without a 
shred of political vitality ; but they also 
contend that the Lords would still be ob'o 
when their horeditary privileges should bo 
assailed to offer as much resistance to the 
House of Commons as they aro enabled to 
do under the present conditions of thing3 
The Conservatives also recognizs the fact 
that the measure would havo a direct tend- 
ency to deprive tho upper house of such 
men as Lord Salisbury, tho Duko 
of Devonshire, Earl Roaebery, Earl 
Kimborley, the Duko of Argyle, Eirl Spen- 
cer and other peora of conspicuous ability, 
and such deprivation would inevitably lead 
to the extinction of the House of Lords as a 
legislative body. They aro mindful of the 
indisputable fact that whatever authority, 
legislative ability and statesmanship still 
appertains to the Houso of Lords is duo to 
the presouce in that body of statesmen who 
havo received their 

TRAINING IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

and many of them admit that if a peer wero 
permitted to go before the country us a 
candidate for a seat in the House of Com- 
mons t ho next election after tho passage of 
tho bli!, would lind every ouo of tho recog- 
n'/.od leaders of tho Iluuso of Lords seek- 
ing tho endorsement of tho voting classes 
for a seat in tho representative body. The 
bill will havo a vory small chance of being 
discussed in the Houso of Commons during 
the present session, but that will do it nn 
harm. Now that its purport has been made 
public it will Iillaiii'uly receive sufficient 
attention in the columns of the ueWi'pnpere j i-"""'." 1 ^! 
and on tho platforms a 1 -, public meetings t.n f endecl s 
prevent i's broonllnga dead issue before tho 
House ut Commons oau reach it. Tho meas- 
ure obtained a placo very near tho bottom 
of tho calendar, and is fur in tho rear of the 
list of public and private bills that must be 
disposed of beforo it C'sn bo taken up.

Both Mr. Brodorick and Mr. Curson are 
exceptionally ablo men. and each aspires to 
the occupation of a higher ollico under tho 
next Conservative Government. Mr. Cur- 
son even entertains tho ambition to becomo 
the Conservative leader in the Houbo of 
Commons. 

Tho lcaguo for tho abolition of tho House 
of Lords has issued an announcement that 
350 political associations in and near London 
havo signified their intention to take|part in 
tho demonstration in favor of tho destruc- 
tion of tho Houbo of Lords, in Hyde Pack, 
on Whitmonday. 

Tho international feuds in the McCarthy- 
ito party aro increasing in bitterness. Tho 
Irish Catholic, a publication intensely do- 
voted to Timothy Healy, publishes iu this 
week's issuo, a number of letters written by 
Arthur Connor to the Irish Natiunal Feder- 
ation of America, in which Connor scath- 
ingly donounces tho policy of John Dillon, 
and says many uncomplimentary things 
about that gentleman. A mnjorily of tho 
members of tho Irish party regards the pub- 
lication of tho lotters an a breach of faith, 
but, in spite of this, togother with the "ruc-

BEHRIiNG SEA PATROL. 



W. H. Campboll-Bannerman, Secretary of 
State for War, acting with tho assent of the 



Vessels Which Will Constitute the 
United States Fleet the 
Present Season. 

Revenue Cruisers Will Accompany tho 
Seal North to Protect Their 
Migration. 

San Francisco, March 31. — The L. S, 
oruiaer Yorktown Bailed for Bohriug Sea to 
day. 

WASHINGTON, March 31, — The Secre- 
tary of tho Navy haB issued all necessary 
oi dors forgathering tho Bearing Sea patrol, 
and iho Mohican is already on tho way from 
San Francisco to Port Tonnsend, proceed- 
ing carefully and keeping a closo look out 
for tho seals which aro oxpootcd along tho 
West Coaat about tho present time. When 
the Mohican reaches her destination tho 
Yorktown will bo following her on tho 
same mission, and tho Alert will dopart a 
week Inter than the Yorktown. As Boon us 
tho herd ia reported tho threo rovenuo 
cutteis, Ruih, Corwin and Bear, and 
the Albatross, will'lcavo San Francisco and 
cruiBe slowly northward, protecting the 
herds from pelagic poachers. Tho Ranger 
now at Aoapulco, Mexico, returning from 
her Central American dutieB, ia expected at 
Sun Francisco not later than April 15. Sho 
will be docked and made roady to join the 
other vcssoIb of tho fleet by April '25, and 
tho Bennington, which has been hurrying 
from Europe and Monlovideo is under 
orders to reach San Francisco before May I, 
to procotd ten daya later to cruise with the 
others, which by that time should be off 
Vancouver island. Tho coast defence ar- 
mered ship Moatorey is to leave San Fran- 
cisco to day for San Diego and Santa Bar- 
bara, returning northward April 15 for duty 
iu Pugot Sound, where sho will remain all 
summer. Sho will not cruise to any 
extent, but is to be stationed near 
the' northern boundary of the United 
States for guard duty, wbilo all tho other 
fchips are at Ben. Tho Adams, now at Hono- 
lulu, ia under orderB to meet tho other ves- 
sels of the patrol lieet off Vancouver on May 
I, after taking supplies at Pdrt Towneend 
Sho will complete the patrol force along tho 
Coast of nine vessels. In uddition to theso 
ship?, tho Concord and Petrel, now on the 
Asiatic station, will leave Yokohama within 
ten days and go directly to Alaska to assist 
in policing Behring Sea. These eleven ships 
will constitute the entire cruising ileet, and 
tho naval officials feel auro that it will prove 
thoroughly efficient. At any rate, no other 
vessels are avuilablo. Tho Monterey will 
not be withdrawn from our own coast. The 
Philadelphia will remain at Honolulu until 
relieved by the Charleston in June. The 
Marion will leave Yokohama on April 10, 
stopping 'or coal at Honolulu, and then pro- 
ceeding to San Francisco for extensive re- 
pairs which can hardly bo finished before 
August, when Ehc may relievo the Adams 
in Behring Sea. 

The United Spates and Groati^Brjtain aro 
bound to secure, if they can, tho co-opera- 
tion of other interested nations, including 
Russia, Japan and China, and perhaps Ger- 
many. The policing of the seal waters, 
which had previously been a temporary ex- 
pedient, wua made a permanent charge upon 
the parties to tho arbitration, and tho dilli- 
cultiea in the execution of tho taak have been 
enormously increased by tho va^t extent of 
tho protected v.ono fixed by the 
arbitration, If the effort to secure the co- 
operation of Russia, Japan ami China 
should succeed, of which, tiicre is every 
r om:ie, thG Zilio would bo slill further ex- 
so as to iuolutlo tho Western Pacific 
the shores of Asia. No such taBk aB 
this, the policing of a vast ocean, was over 
beforo undertaken. 

The first rtijuinito of an effective and 
economical patrol was the establishment 
ot a permanent bosio oi supplies. Thero 
will probably bo three of these — San Fran- 
cisco on the east, Yokohama on tho wist 
and Pearl harbor in tho centre, all on 
tho lower boundaiy of tho protected 
zone. Tho first two are already within 
reach, but it ia the establishment of tho 
third which has caused Admiral Walker'B 
journey to Hawaii. Ho will Beleet the 
best location, looking to its adaptability for 
tho ready supply and in a limited way re- 
pair of tho cruisers engaged in patrol ser- 
vice, estimate tho difficulties to bo met in 
dredging a channel across tho bar at tho 
entrance to Pearl harbor, and upon his re- 
port to tho President will dopend tho ex- 
penditure of tho f'250,000 which has for two 
years been at tho disposition of tho Presi- 
dent [or tho establishment of naval stationB.
